Wheels to 
spare 


Want to borrow a bike? 
Next year, Chicago wiii 
have 3,000 to pick from

Chicago officials on Wednesday announced that the 
wheels are rolling on a new transit option. 

The city and a company to be chosen will launch 
a bicycle-sharing rental program next summer, work- 
ing toward a goal of providing 3,000 bikes for short- 
term use between 300 pick-up and drop-off stations, 
officials said. The program will be expanded in 2013 
and 2014 to include an additional 2,000 bicycles and 
200 more docking stations. 

It would operate similarly to car-sharing programs, 
such as the one managed by I- Go, officials said. 

An annual bike-sharing membership would run 
about $75, and participants would be issued key fobs 
to check out bikes, Chicago Transportation Commis- 
sioner Gabe Klein said. Members would pay no ad- 
ditional costs to use the bikes for the first 30 minutes, 
which is the period anticipated on most trips. 

Fees would be charged for additional time and for 
visitors to the city and other one-time users. Daily, 
weekly and annual memberships also would be of- 
fered, officials said, adding that users would pay with 
credit cards. 

Although Mayor Emanuel promised during his 
campaign to start a bike-sharing network in his first 
year, the concept was brought home by former Mayor 
Richard M. Daley who borrowed the idea after visit- 
ing Paris in 2007 and test-riding a “Mlib” bike there. 
Worldwide, there are more than 200 bike-sharing pro- 
grams, according to bicycling industry experts. 


Wait, don’t we have this? 

The bike program announced Wednesday Is be- 
ing billed as the city’s "first large-scale bike-sharing 
program.” A small existing program, called “Chicago 
B-cycle,” began last year with about a half-dozen 
bike rental stations along the lakefront and down- 
town. Chicago B-cycle (chicago.bcycle.com) of- 
fers memberships and temporary passes. It mostly 
attracts tourists and is modeled after bike-sharing 
programs in Paris and Denver. 


The Paris program initially experienced numer- 
ous problems, including a high rate of bike thefts. 
Officials there solved the problem by installing 
GPS tracking systems and other safeguards. Klein 
said the Chicago program will contain similar mea- 
sures. 

Klein said bike sharing is ideal for filling gaps 
in the public transit system or completing the last 
part of a trip, such as between a transit station and 
a workplace. 

“We’re really envisioning this not just as a bike pro- 
gram,” Klein said. “This is an entirely new transit op- 
tion. It’s a way to link people for their last mile from 
the CTA stop. It’s a way for people to get to the gro- 
cery store, or to get to their husband’s work or their 
girlfriend’s house. This is also a way for tourists to 
come and see the city at street level.” 


THE 

BASICS 


» Under the plan, users would 
pick up a bike from a self- 
service docking station and 
drop off the bike at the station 
closest to their destination. 


» The stations, which will be powered 
by solar energy, will be placed about 
one-quarter mile apart in densely 
populated areas, including near CTA 
and Metra stations. 


» Members will sign up for bike 
sharing on a website, while one- 
time users would use a credit 
card at an automated kiosk at 
the docking station. 


» The fees and station locations will be set after 
the city hires a vendor. The city on Wednesday 
issued a request for proposals seeking a 
company to operate the program. Responses 
are expected by Oct. 25, officials said.

On heels of latest tweaks, Facebook to announce another shaken p -■ :z

SAN FRANCISCO If you thought Wednes- 
day's Facebook news was a jolt, get ready for 
lliursday 

As the social media powerhouse edges 
toward the billion-users mark, an entire eco- 
system that has grown up in its wake— in- 
cluding developers, partners, advertisers and 
rivals— is waiting to hear whaFs next. 'Fheyll 
get answers Thursday at Facebook’s annual 
developer conference. 

Anchored by a keynote from Facebook 
CEO IVIark Zuckerberg, the conference tra- 
ditionally serves as the launching point lor 
new features that map out the strategy of the 
social network, which now has more than 
750 million active users. 

This year, it begins with music. Sources 
with knowledge of Facebook's plans say the 
site is partnering up with services such as Spo- 
tily, Mog, Rhapsody and Rdio to allow users 
to share music from different services on the 
site. Spotify CEO Daniel Ek is slated to speak 
at a session on “the friture of digital music.” 

'What Facebook is going to do is, you^ll 
be able to subscribe to whatever you like and 
well be able to have a joint music experience,” 
said Eliot Van Busk irk, editor of music/tech blog evolver.fm. 

Rut sources close to Facebook say the company's vision ex- 
tends beyond just the music space. The social giant is readying 
a broader media platform, with a slogan of '‘Read, Watch, Tas- 
te n.” The compan/s ubiquitous ‘Take” button could be get- 
ting some company: Facebook is rumored to be set to roll out 


status messages that is intended to highlight 
updates from the people the user interacts 
with the most. 

"You really shouldfrt miss important up- 
dates from your friends,” News Feed product 
manager Keith Schacht said in an interview. 
A new miming ticker on the top right of the 
Facebook page will offer real-time updates as 
tbeyre posted. 

Facebook also recently beefed up its "lists” 
feature, making it easier to share messages 
with a small subset of people on your friends 
list, and launched a "subscribe” button, which 
lets you custom i;5C the content that shows up 
in your News Feed, 

Stay tuned for more. "We're entering launch 
season ” Facebook vice president of engineer- 
ing Mike Sehroepfer said at the TechCrunch 
Disrupt conference last week. The line 
echoed a statement Zuckerberg made in July, 
at a news event he called the kickoff to Facc*- 
boook's 20ti "launching season,” 

"WeVe been really building up steam ... in 
making improvements weVe been wanting to 
make for a long time,” Mike Sehroepfer told 
the Disrupt audience. 

But some of those new features seem a 
bit— well, familiar. Subscriptions essentially brings 'Iwitter-like 
updates to Facebook, while the curation tool Facebook calls 
"smart lists” isn't too far removed from Circles on Googles 
(which opened to the public this week), 

"T think competition is great,” Sehroepfer said, "It keeps 
people sharp,”

But Facebook wasn't making members wait until Thursday 
to start sampling its latest creations. The company launched a 
steady stream of tweaks and new features over the past week. 

On Tuesday, Facebook unveiled changes to its News Feed,

The loudest protest came in 2006 with the launch of News 
Feed, which turned into one of the site's most popular fea- 
tures. Now users are taking to their News Feeds to protest the 
overhaul of the News Feed. 

And they are complaining in comments to the official Face- 


book blog post announcing the changes that were supposed 
to help users by spotlighting the most important information 
about their friends instead of just the most recent. 

The main complaint: An algorithm that spits out your “Top 
Stories” by crunchii^ factors such as which friends you inter- 
act with most and which of your friends' posts get the most 
comments or “likes” isn't working. 

If this brouhaha follows the usual course, users will com- 
plain, threaten to leave and then learn to love— or at least live 
with — the changes. 

The catch? Before, there really wasn't anywhere else for 
people to go. But now there's a new social networking service 
in town: Google+ which opened to the public Tuesday. 
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There’s 
something 
familiar 
about this ... 

Have you ever had a pushy date 
who tried to order your entree 
without a clue about your favorite 
foods? 

Or how about an obnoxious 
hairstylist who purposely gave 
you a faux hawk even though you 
clearly asked fora crew cut? 

Well, Facebook is making those 
pushy peeps look like milque- 
toasts by comparison. 

While we were sleeping, the 
social media giant made some 
tweaks to its design, including 
the controversial new ‘^top story” 
function, which sweeps aside the once chronologically 
determined ^‘most recent” feed and instead presents you 
with a single ‘^top stories” feed based on what Facebook 
software deems are the most important tidbits from your 
friends. 

You heard us right, Facebook thinks it can tell who and 
what you find most interesting. 

Urn, Yeah. And it's a bit creepy according to some fiiri- 
ous feedback Wednesday on the Interwebs. 

It reminds us of other head-scratchi ngly silly— to 
stalkerish— things Facebook has launched in the past, 

Minmm ... Beacon 

In 2007, Facebook announced Beacon, a system that used 
Facebook data to deliver targeted advertising to its i eg ions 
and iegions of friends. But the friends werebt having it be 
cause this very same smart system made private data pub- 
lic. i mean, does Oreo really need to know that i ate an entire 
box of the double -stuffed product during a weak moment 
over the weekend?

Who’s drinking the punch? 


Fill me in — who is 
ordering puneh in 
bars? 

Not spiked lem- 
onades, not pitchers 
of mimosas — bowls 
of punch. ITie retro 
cocktails for a crowd 
have had their time 
at Chicago bars over 
the years, seen on the 
menu at spots such 
as The Exchange in 
^^cker Park, Rebar 
in the Trump Tower 
and Gold Coast club Proof. 

Much more than the jungle juice you 
remember from xmdergrad days, the ladled 
drinks are built with the same measured and 
complicated steps as many classic cocktails. 
The trend has gotten plenty of ink, with 
noted drinks guru (and frequent Esquire 
magazine contributor) David Wo ndrich her- 
alding the method in his 2010 book Punch: 
The Delights (and Dangers) of the Flowing 
Bowl. 

But in all my time in Chicago bars — and in 
the past year. Eve clocked in a solid show- 
ing— I have never seen a group order (or even 
discuss ordering) a bowl of punch. 

Clearly though, it’s being done. Why 


would bars continue to offer it if patrons 
weren’t taking the bait? Stephen Cole, 
former Violet Hour mixologist and the man 
behind upcoming I.incoln Park cocktail spot 
'Phe Barrelhouse Flat, chatted with me a 
few days ago about his plan to have scweral 
punch options on the bar's extensive drinks 
menu. Cole is a smart guy— if he didn't think 
customers were going to buy into the trend, 
the punches wouldn't have made the cut. 

But how long will they last on the mena^ 
And who will be ordering them? 

Certainly in order to afford a bowl (they 
aren’t cheap -the “Flor Blanco'’ sangria that 
Rebar offered by the howl over the summer 
was $255) you need a group. A group whose 
members are all interested in a complicated 
drink— the same complicated drink— and are 
willing to compromise. 

Seems simple enough. After all, if we put 
up with sloshing purple liquid out of a Rvib- 
bermaid tub into plastic cups in the front 
lawn of a frat house, we can probably get 
behind splitting a bowl that involves hitters 
instead of Kool-Aid mix. 

At least, Stephen Cole is hoping we can. 
What do you think? Are punches worth it?

Stepping in for Mirren, Maria Bello goes 
deep to create a completely different but 
equally weary homicide detective, this time 
named Jane Timoney Bello’s impatient, 
outspoken and intense Jane would be an asset 
to any squad, but she’s spent years on the 
sideline thanks to police department sex- 
ism— and her own prickly personality 

Bello’s new show will never fill the 
gumshoes of the original, partly because 
network TV audiences demand their cops 
solve crimes in one episodes. But thanks to 
the rock solid performances of Bello and her 
male co-stars, that doesn’t matter.
